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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that the final 
office action has improperly stretched the meaning of "member" to encompass 3 and 4 of Sakuguchi it moves as one "member" thus 
viewed in the broadest reasonable interpretation is clearly a member. Regarding applicant's argument that it would have obvious not to 
make the inductor 5 of Sakaguchi encircle magnetic portions 4 that it would make it have a greater diameter.and increased cost of the 
inductor. The examiner is modifying the valve to make it shorter and effectively smaller so the examiner is not doing it for the reasons the 
applicant has cited and the examiner does not see proof that it would make the inductor cost more. Also, the applicant is assuming 
"presumably because" with the statement that Sakaguchi knew of and rejected the arrangement of the inductor encircling. Regarding the 
"valve obturator in the form of a unit", this again viewed in the broadest reasonable interpretation Sakaguchi's 3 and 4 clearly move as a 
"unit". The rest of the arguments regarding the other combinations are basically the same as above . 
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
